ENGINEERS’  REPORT. 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen : 

We  wish  to  submit  the  following  report : 

The  equipment  of  the  Fire  Department  consists  of  the 
following,  viz. : 

Two  stations,  one  at  the  center  and  one  at  the  Port. 

One  Steamer,  two  Hose  Wagons,  one  Hose  Reel,. 
Hook  and  Ladder,  Truck,  equipped  with  Ladders, 
Hooks,  Fire  Net,  Gun,  Ropes,  etc.  About  3000  feet  of 
Hose,  seven  Hand  Chemicals.  Both  stations  are  furnish¬ 
ed  with  water  and  electric  lights. 

Thirty  Army  and  three  Rubber  Coats,  and  a  Fire 
Alarm  System  which,  although  not  altogether  up-to-date, 
is  in  good  good  condition. 

We  feel  that  as  a  town  we  are  fortunate  in  regard  to 
the  number  of  fires  during  the  past  year. 

The  alarms  during  the  year  are  as  follows :

July  27,  at  12.30  p.  m.,  brush  fire  at  “Brandy  Brow 
Hill.”  The  fire  covered  a  large  territory,  and  consider¬ 
able  loss  from  standing  and  cord  wood. 

We  have  added  to  the  equipment  thirty  Army  Coats, 
one  Badger  Extinguisher,  and  two  hundred  and  fifty 
feet  of  double  jacket  Fire  Hose. 

We  need  two  more  extinguishers  and  other  inciden¬ 
tals,  but  did  not  get  them  for  fear  of  an  overdraft. 

About  the  first  of  SMay  last,  we  were  notified  by  the 
superintendent  of  the  Eastern  Hard  Fibre  Co.,  that  ow¬ 
ing  to  the  extra  expense  caused  by  the  necessity  of  keep- 
ing  up  sufficient  steam  with  which  to  blow  the  whistle 
at  all  times,  they  would  be  obliged  to  charge  the  fire 
department  $125.00,  which  would  about  half  pay  for  the 
added  expense.  It  was  represented  to  us  by  the  super¬ 
intendent  that  the  additional  expense  would  be  about 
$250.00,  but  they  would  ask  us  to  pay  only  $125.00. 

The  Engineers  and  Selectmen  met  together  and  con¬ 
sidered  the  matter,  and  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
only  thing  we  could  do  was  to  pay  the  price  asked.  The 
question  of  compressed  air  whistle  was  looked  into  and 
found  that  one  could  be  installed  for  $1200.00,  like  the 
one  at  Haverhill. 

There  is  at  the  central  station  an  Automatic  Fire  Alarm 
Box,  the  cost  of  which  installed  is  $15.00.  We  heartily 
endorse  it  and  would  recommend  the  purchase  of  sev¬ 
enteen  for  the  improvement  of  the  fire  alarm  system. 
Persons  interested  are  invited  to  call  at  the  station  and 
inspect  the  box,  and  Louis  B.  Davis,  superintendent  of 
the  fire  alarm,  will  gladly  explain  the  working  of  it.  We 
consider  it  would  be  quite  an  asset  to  our  Fire  Alarm 
System. 

The  Steamer  is  in  good  condition  and  ready  for  serv- 
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ice  all  the  time. 

The  additional  cost  of  $125.00  for  the  whistle  at  the 
Eastern  Hard  Fibre  will  necessitate  an  increase 
correspondingly  in  the  appropriation.

The  Municipal  Light  Board  herein  submit  their  tenth 
annual  report  for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1913. 

The  past  year  has  shown  a  substantial  increase  in 
lighting  service,  30  services  having  been  added  during 
the  year  and  1  power  service,  making  a  total  in  use  Jan. 
1,  1914,  of  126  lighting  services  and  9  power  services. 

While  this  increase  is  very  satisfactory  it  does  not  ov¬ 
ercome  the  effects  of  the  depression  in  business  which 
is  responsible  for  a  decrease  in  the  income  for  the  past 
year,  from  the  preceding  year,  and  a  decrease  in  the  es¬ 
timated  income  for  the  coming  year.

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SCHOOL  REPORT. 


REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 

We  hereby  respectfully  submit  our  report  for  the  past 
year,  together*  with  the  reports  of  the  Superintendent,  Prin¬ 
cipal  of  the  High  School  and  Music  instructor. 

The  school  committee  was  organized  after  the  March 
town  meeting  with 

H.  C.  MANNING,  Chairman, 

R.  H.  SARGENT,  Secretary, 

F.  C.  GRANT,  Purchasing  Agent. 

On  December  15,  1913,  Mr.  Manning,  having  resigned 
from  the  board,  Mrs.  Ellen  M.  Murphy  was  elected  to 
finish  the  term. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  several  changes  in 
teachers,  as  some  have  resigned  to  accept  more  lucrative 
positions.  The  vacancies  at  the  High  School  have  been 
filled  very  creditably  by  Mr.  C.  C.  Putney,  as  principal, 
and  Miss  Lyons,  as  assistant  in  charge  of  the  commercial 
department.  There  have  been  changes  in  the  seventh  and 
eighth  grades  also.  These  grades  have  not  progressed  in  a 
very  satisfactory  manner ;  but  we  are  striving  and  ask  the 
parents  of  the  children  attending  these  grades  to  co¬ 
operate  with  us,  to  bring  these  two  grades  up  to  the  stan¬ 
dard  of  the  other  grades,  which  we  feel  are  doing  excel¬ 
lent  work. 

Your  committee  has  given  particular  attention  to  the 
school  rooms,  all  of  which  have  been  thoroughly  cleaned, 
the  ceilings  whitened  and  the  walls  varnished.  This  has 
given  the  rooms  a  cheerful  and  tidy  appearance.  The 
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High  School  has  been  shingled  on  the  east  side,  (the  west- 

side  having  been  shingled  a  few  years  ago,)  at  a  cost  of 
one  hundred  and  eighty-five  dollars.  The  building  is  now 
in  good  repair. 

The  entries  in  the  High  School  need  heating.  As  they 
are  exposed  to  the  west,  it  makes  it  difficult  to  regulate 
the  temperature  in  the  rooms.  Also,  the  students  have  to 
pass  through  the  entries  going  to  their  classes  and  without 
their  wraps  on,  it  subjects  them  to  colds.  This  state  of  af¬ 
fairs  could  be  remedied  by  the  addition  of  a  steam  heater 
and  avoid  forcing  the  furnaces  as  at  present.  This  could 
be  installed  at  an  estimated  cost  of  two  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars. 

Your  committee  recommends  that  this  be  done. 

The  Center  building  is  in  the  same  condition  as  has 
been  reported  time  and  again ;  the  two  front  rooms 
are  pleasant  and  attractive,  but  the  rooms  in  the  rear  are 
not  what  they  should  be  for  school  purposes,  being  neither 
attractive  nor  sanitary.  It  is  only  a  question  of  time 
when  there  will  be  a  call  for  this  building  to  be  replaced 
by  a  more  commodious,  up-to-date  structure.  Room  will 
have  to  be  provided  for  the  eighth  grade,  as  that  grade 
how  occupies  room  that  is  needed  for  High  School  pur¬ 
poses. 

At  the  Prospect  School  a  new  heater  has  been  installed 
and  the  ventilating  system  changed  to  conform  with  the 
requirements  of  the  State  inspector.  This  work  was  done 
by  Mr.  O.  F.  Bennett  of  Haverhill,  he  being  the  lowest 
bidder  ;  his  bid  was  one  hundred  and  seventy-nine  dollars. 
The  furnace  is  two  sizes  larger  than  the  old  one.  The  ver¬ 
andah  of  this  school  is  nearly  rotted  away.  We  would 
recommend  that  a  covered  structure  be  built  which  would 
preserve  the  steps  and  also  add  to  the  appearance  of  the 
building.  The  estimated  cost  of  such  a  structure  is  two 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

The  shoolhouse  at  the  Port  is  a  problem  to  your  com- 


niittee.  Why  this  bidding-  has  not  been  kept  up,  we  do  not 
understand,  as  one  member  of  former  committees  was 
from  this  part  of  the  town.  The  front  wall  is  crowded 
in ;  the  underpinning  is  cracked  and  crumbling  away  and 
is  liable  to  tumble  at  any  time ;  the  roof  needs  shingling 
all  over ;  the  floors  in  the  shoolroom  and  entry  are  in  bad 
condition  and  need  relaying;  also  the  building  needs  paint¬ 
ing.  The  estimated  cost  of  these  repairs  is  five  hundred 
dollars.

SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT. 

\ 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Merrimac: 

I  have  the  pleasure  oif  'handing  you  my  second  annual 
report  as  superintendent  of  your  schools.  Such  a  report 
must  of  necessity  cover  in  a  very  general  and  limited  way, 
the  work,  progress  and  standard  of  the  schools. 

T  eachers. 

Last  summer  Mr.  Edward  F.  Cunningham,  the  principal, 
and  Miss  Deborah  Brown,  teacher  0'f  the  Commercial  De¬ 
partment,  in  the  High  School,  resigned  for  more  lucrative 
positions.  The  former  going  as  principal  of  the  Walpole, 
Mass.  High  School  and  the  latter  as  commercial  teacher  in 
the  Amesbury  High  School.  These  positions  were  filled  by 
the  election  of  Mr.  Clifton  C.  Putney,  submaster  of  the 
Westborough  High  School  as  principal  and  Miss  Anna- 
belle  Lyons  of  Amesbury.  Mr.  Putney  came  to  us  highly 
recommended  by  the  Westboro  School  officials.  He  has 
a  breadth  of  knowledge  and  general  experience  that 
makes  him  a  very  valuable  man.  Miss  Lyons  is  a  grad¬ 
uate  from  the  Salem  Business  School  with  summer  work 
in  the  pedagogy  of  her  subjects  at  Rochester,  New  York. 

The  grades,  the  seventh  and  eighth,  made  vacant 
during  the  summer,  by  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Mcllwain 
and  Miss  Barteau  were  filled  for  the  opening  of  the  fall 
.term  by  the  election  of  Miss  A.  Marguerite  Williams  for 
The  seventh  and  Miss  Anne  Simington  for  the  eighth 
grade.  Miss  Williams  is  a  graduate  from  the  North 
Adams  Normal  School  and  has  had  considerable  teaching 
experience.  The  rest  of  the  corps  are  teachers  who  have 
been  with  us  one  or  more  years. 

Salaries. 

-Our  salaries  are  not  commensurate  with  the  demands  of

the  times,  nor  do  they  with  the  high  cost  of  living  and  par¬ 
ticularly  with  the  high  cost  of  board  in  'Merrimac,  secure 
and  retain  in  our  schools  for  any  length  of  time  the  teacher 
that  is  thoroughly  interested  in  her  work  and  is  growing 
professionally.  Teachers  who  are  looking  for  increased 
responsibilities  and  increase  in  salaries  must  take  cog¬ 
nizance  of  the  fact  that  their  attitude  towards  profes¬ 
sional  reading  and  study  is  becoming  a  considerable  fac¬ 
tor  in  estimating  their  qualifications  for  advancement.  I 
have  been  asked  within  a  few  weeks  to'  recommend  some¬ 
one  for  a  position  in  a  high  school  and  for  jaj  position  i ti¬ 
the  grades  paying  respectively  nine  hundred  dollars  and 
one  thousand  dollars.  Teachers  demanded  for  these  posi¬ 
tions  were  those  who-  were  thoroughly  alive  to  their  pro¬ 
fessional  development  and  who  have  been,  and  are  doing 
professional  reading  and  study.  Such  work  is  worth  big- 
money  to  any  teacher. 

Perhaps  in  Mrrrimac  as  in  similar  towns  we  may  not 
be  able  always  to  get  the  best,  but  we  do  hope  to  have  in 
our  schools  teachers  reasonably  well  equipped  for  their 
work  and  who  are  morally  and  professionally  strong.  None 
others  are  suitable  to  be  leaders  and  living  examples  for 
our  children.  Anything  short  of  this  is  a  case  of  the 
blind  leading  the  blind.  We  cannot  afford  to  gamble  with 
the  mental  and  soul  development  of  our  children. 

Schools. 

On  the  whole  the  work  in  the  High  School  is  strongly 
progressive  in  all  departments.  The  pupils  are  increas¬ 
ingly  interested  and  an  excellent  spirit  prevails  through¬ 
out  the  school.  The  work  is  well  under  way  for  an  ad¬ 
vance  standard  in  the  immediate  future. 

In  comparison  with  other  towns  having  about  the  same 
population,  our  High  School  ranks  high  in  its  enrollment 

Two  newr  Underwood  typewriters  have  been  added  to 
the  Commercial  Department  this  year.  This  makes  seven 
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machines  now  in  use.  With  the  large  classes  that  are  tak¬ 
ing  the  commercial  course  more  machines  are  still  needed. 
The  typewriters  are  in  almost  constant  use  in  the  same 
room  where  other  recitatons  are  being  held ;  consequently 
the  noise  frotm  the  machines  cannot  help  but  be  very’ 
annoying  to  teacher  and  pupils  and  interferes  and  de¬ 
tracts  from  their  work.  With  the  development  of  our 
commercial  work  it  becomes  almost  imperative  to  make 
some  arrangement  for  a  room  for  typewriting  alone.  And 
further  as  our  cotmmercial  work  is  developed,  and  its 
scope  enlarged  more  room  will  be  needed.  The  entire 
building  could  well  be  utilized  for  high  school  purposes 
alone. 

The  laboratory  facilities  are  meager  and  somewhat  crude. 
I  have  previously  recommended  a  temporary  make-shift 
bjy  the  introduction  of  sinks,  running  water  and  cabinets 
beneath  the  tables.  This  could  be  done  at  a  small  cost 
and  would  add  greatly  to  the  facility  and  despatch  of  the 
laboratory  w<ork.  Further  our  apparatus  for  both  the 
chemical  and  physical  laboratory  is  very  limited  and  some¬ 
what  antiquated.  So  that  on  the  whole  we  are  at  present 
very  poorly  equipped  both  in  facility  and  material. 

The  department  of  modern  language  is  being  strength¬ 
ened  and  the  conversational  method  of  teaching  introduced. 
To  my  mind  this  is  the  only  correct  way  to  teach  these 
subjets.  The  ear  should  be  as  intensely  trained  in  the  use 
of  the  French  letters,  combinations  and  words  as  the  eye 
in  translating  the  French  into  English.  Both  should  be 
emphasized  by  much  written  work  in  French.  The  work 
in  any  modern  language  at  least,  should  be  sufficiently 
extended  in  time  and  periods  to  make  it  usable  and  work¬ 
able  to  any  boy  or  girl  completing  a  course  in  these  sub¬ 
jects.  Anything  short  of  this  is,  I  believe,  largely  a  waste 
of  time  on  the  part  of  the  pupil. 

The  seventh  and  eighth  grades  are  rather  large  for  the 
best  results.  The  other  grades  are  normal  in  their  en- 
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rollment.  Two  years  ago  the  first  and  second  grades  were 
■combined.  This  year  there  is  an  enrollment  of  fifty-four 
pupils.  This  is  too  many  for  any  one  teacher.  Public 
statutes,  chapter  42,  Section  17, — In  every  public  school 
having  an  average  of  fitfy  pupils,  one  or  more  female  as¬ 
sistants  shall  be  employed  unless  the  town  votes  other¬ 
wise. — It  seems  to  have  been  the  concensus  of  opinion  in 
our  general  court  that  a  room  of  fifty  pupils  is  too  large 
for  one  teacher.  Experience  bears  this  out  and  the  room 
of  twenty-five  to  thirty  pupils  is  considered  sufficiently 
large  for  one  teacher  even  when  there  is  only  one  grade. 
Two  grades,  as  in  this  room,  and  particularly  of  the  first 
grades,  decidely  intensifies  the  situation.  It  would  seem 
as  if  these  grades  should  be  separated  this  next  fall.  This 
of  course  means  an  additional  teacher  with  the  necessary 
attendant  expense  of  about  five  hundred  dollars.  This 
with  what  seems  to  be  an  inevitable  increase  in  salaries 
is  going  to  add  considerable  to  the  pay-roll  next  year. 

There  is  a  way  in  which  a  considerable  portion  of  this 
expense  may  be  met.  By  closing  the  Port  school  and 
transfering  the  pupils  to  the  Center  Shool.  As  the  en¬ 
rollment  of  this  school  is  small,  being  about  fifteen  or  six¬ 
teen,  it  would  simply  be  in  line  with  the  policy  of  the  town 
in  past  years.  The  money  thus  saved  for  teacher  and 
running  expense  of  the  school  would  perhaps  quite  pay 
for  the  additional  teacher  at  the  Center.  And  further  if 
the  Port  School  is  maintained  there  must  be  a  considerable 
sum  of  money  laid  out  upon  it  in  the  way  of  repairs  to 
put  it  into  good  habitable  condition.  Because  of  the  very 
large  tax  rate  which  the  town  now  has,  the  above  “modus 
operandi”  has  been  suggested. 

Books. 

In  the  lower  grades  the  Aldine  is  the  basal  reader  fol¬ 
lowed  by  the  use  of  the  Cyr  and  Jones  Readers  and  other 
supplementary  reading^  matter.  The  lower  grades  are 
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very  well  equipped  with  reading  material.  The  upper 
grades  are  not.  Evidently  the  school  equipment  in  the 
recent  past  at  least,  has  received  but  little  attention.  Now 
this  last  year  an  effort  was  started  to  put  our  school  equip¬ 
ment  into  good  shape.  With  the  limited  amount  of  money 
it  is  going  to  take  two  or  three  years  to  do  this.  Last 

year  the  lower  grades  were  well  equipped.  This  year  the 
upper  grades  will  receive  the  most  attention.  And  thus 
we  are  in  hope  that  by  the  opening  of  the  fall  term  to 
have  all  grades  reasonably  well  supplied  with  the  neces¬ 
sary  school  material.  It  is  impossible  to  pinch  the  outlay 
this  year  in  some  line  without  next  year  having  to  add 
just  SO'  much  the  more  extra  or  endeavor  to  do  our  work 
handicapped  by  a  poor  equipment.  Unfortunately  books 
are  short-lived  and  will  wear  out.  'Pupils  do  not  take 
the  same  care  of  their  books  as  they  would  if  purchased 
directly  by  their  parents.  And  furthermore  sdme  parents 
seem  to  think  that  because  they  pay  taxes  their  children 
should  not  be  held  responsible  for  the  misuse  of  books 
and  school  property.  Possibly  this  theory  is  correct.  But 
it  takes  money  to  carry  it  into'  execution.  The  Hamilton 
arithmetics  introduced  last  fall  are  giving  excellent  satis¬ 
faction.  A  change  should  be  made  this  coming  year  in 
the  language  and  grammar  text  books.  These  now  in 
use  are  not  suitable  nor  adapted  to'  our  use.  A  book 
containing  as  nearly  as  possible  the  essentials  only  should 
be  adopted.  It  would  seem  advisable  to  put  spelling 
books  into'  the  hands  of  every  pupil  from  the  third  or 
fourth  to  the  eighth  grades  inclusive.  And  further  that 
spelling  should  be  made  a  distinct  feature  in  the  com¬ 
mercial  course  in  the  High  School.  Montgomery’s 
United  States  and  English  history  is  in  use  in  the  grammar 
and  high  school. 

I  would  be  only  too'  glad  to  have  every  child  in  school 
have  good,  clean,  whole  books  for  their  use.  But  this 
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would  take  considerable  more  money  than  we  are  now 
spending  for  them. 

IN  GENERAL. 

“John  Lorance  in  the  Boston  Advertiser  commends  the 
Walthatm  school  board  for  its  refusal  to  permit  the  high 
school  seniors  to  make  the  usual  trip  to  Washington  next 
spring,  and  points  out  plainly  the  dangers  of  such  ex¬ 
cursions  as  usually  conducted. 

“As  a  Washington  correcpondent  of  experience,  Mr. 
Lorance  charges  bluntly  that  the  boys  and  girls  ‘Seeing 
Washington  in  groups  have  been  put  up  iii  hotels  that, 
to  all  intents  and  purposes,  were  houses  of  ill-fame;  that 
schoolboys  have  been  formally  solicited  by  mail  and  mes¬ 
senger  to  visit  notorious  resorts,  and!  that  the  decent 
people  of  Washington  have  been  repeatedly  stirred  to 
amazement  and  indignation  at  the  manner  in  \Vhich  the 
young  of  both  sexes  have  been  turned  loose  in  the  streets 
of  the  capital,  by  day  and  night,  without  restraint  and 
without  proper  guidance. 

“The  blame,  of  course,  rests  upon  those  parents  who  per¬ 
mit  their  children  to  make  such  trips  without  knowing  or, 
apparently,  seeking  to  know',  whether  the  children  are  to 
be  properly  safeguarded.  Cut  rates  and  a  chance  to  see 
Washington  are  an  annual  inducement,  but  it  may  be  that 
this  year  other  school  boards  will  follow  the  example  of 
that  in  Waltham.  If  they  do1  not,  the  parents  of  school 
children  should  do  a  little  thinking  on  their  own  account.” 

The  above  is  an  editorial  in  a  recent  issue  of  the  Bos¬ 
ton  Journal.  Your  superintendent  wishes  to  add  that 
from  his  own  personal  experience  and  knowledge  that 
the  above  statement  is  not  one  bit  overdrawn.  And 
further  that  a  child  of  mine  unless  accompanied  by  either 
mother  or  father  would  not  be  allowed  to  go  on  one  of 
these  trips.  In  the  hotel  in  which  I  stopped  I  saw  boys, 
pretty  late  in  the  evening,  coming  in  considerably  the 
worse  for  the  use  of  liquor.  This  is  only  one  of  many 
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things  into  contact  with  which  I  should  not  want  to  bring 
a  child  of  mine  under  these  very  peculiar  circumstances, 
some  of  which  have  been  mentioned  above. 

Before  closing,  allow  me  to  say  that  I  appreciate  greatly 
the  kindness,  helpfulness  and  steady  support  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  during  this  past  year.

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report: 

The  total  membership,  in  the  H|igh  School  for  the 
six  months  ending-  in  June,  1913,  was  84;  the  average 
memberships  was  82.4;  the  average  attendance  was  76, 
making  the  percentage  of  attendance  94-35  percent.

During  the  four  months  ending  January  first,  the  total 
membership  has  been  78 ;  the  average  membership  74.46 ; 
the  average  attendance  72.21,  making  the  percentage  of 
attendance  96.7  percent. 

The  present  membership  of  the  school  is  seventy-three, 
forty-three  girls  and  thirty  boys,  divided  as  follows: 
Seniors,  14:  Juniors,  16;  Sophomores,  15;  Freshmen,  28. 

Generally  speaking,  the  building  and  equipment  are  In 
satisfactory  condition ;  the  rooms  pleasant,  well  heated  and 
ventilated.  The  halls  of  the  building,  however,  are  not 
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lieated  and  the  writer  cannot  but  be  of  the  opinion  that 
in  passing  from  the  warm  rooms  to  the  cold  halls,  the 
pupils  suffer  in  health  and  will  so  suffer  until  the  fault 
is  remedied. 

My  service  in  the  High  School  has  been  too  short  for 
comprehensive  criticism.  A  few  facts,  however,  are  easily 
apparent.  To  begin  with,  the  human  material  with  which 
we  are  working  is  the  best  possible.  The  pupils,  without 
exception,  are  of  English  speaking  parents  or  those  of 
closely  allied  races.  That  is  to  say,  the  habit  of  educa¬ 
tion  is  born  in  them.  I  am  merely  repeating  what  I  have 
said  elsewhere  when  I  say  that  in  Merrimac  High  School 
we  should  do  at  least  twenty-five  percent  more  work  than 
can  be  done  in  the  High  Schools  of  our  cities  and  large 
towns  where  the  foreigner  of  alien  race  and  habits  is  a 
problem. 

We  are  not  doing  that.  Outside  of  the  commercial 
branches,  that  is  to  say,  the  easy  courses,  so  easy  that 
many  still  deny  them  a  place  in  a  High  School  curriculum, 
scarcely  a  class  in  the  entire  school  is  up  to  standard. 
The  writer,  at  present,  conducts  eight  classes,  three  of 
Freshmen,  one  of  Sophomores,  and  four  of  Seniors.  The 
only  classes  of  the  eight  which  are  doing  the  work  they 
should  do  are  two  classes  of  Seniors,  one  of  them  in  a 
study  usually  considered  Junior  work,  and  the  other  in  a 
subject  usually  pursued  by  Freshmen. 

I  do  not  believe  that  the  fault  is  with  the  pupils.  I 
am  convinced  that  a  great  majority  of  our  students  are 
making  honest  efforts  to  do  faithful  work,  and  that  that 
majority  is  greater  than  in  the  other  High  Schools  with 
which  I  am  acquainted.  But  I  am  equally  convinced  that 
our  boys  and  girls  are  too'  young  to  adequately  grasp  the 
subjects  which  are  offered  to  them.  We  have  Seniors, 
whose  work  is  moderately  good,  who  would  make  brilli¬ 
ant  Sophomores.  We  have  many  Freshmen,  who  are  bare 
ly  passing  or  even  failing  in  studies  which  in  another 
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year  they  could  fairly  devour.  No  help  is  to  be  expected 
from  parents.  In  a  majority  of  cases,  their  attitude,  surely 
a  pardonable  one,  is  that  of  pride,  that  their  boy  or  girl 
is  in  the  High  School  so  young. 

My  judgment,  based  upon  my  experience  and  that  of 
others,  is  that  none  but  precocious  and  abnormal  boys  and 
girls  are  fitted  for  high  school  work  until  they  are  ap¬ 
proximately  fourteen  years  of  age.  And  precocious  and 
abnormal  boys  and  girls  are  not  desirable. 

I  find  that  one  of  my  predecessors  has  seen  and  urged 
the  need  of  more  preparation  for  pupils  entering  the 
High  School.  I  do  not,  however,  recommend  the  rein¬ 
stallation  of  the  old  style  ninth  grade.  But  I  do  recom¬ 
mend  with  all  the  earnestness  I  have,  that  another  year, 
a  transitional  and  preparatory  year,  be  added  to  the  High 
School  course. 

The  aim  and  purpose  of  all  of  us,  citizens,  parents, 
superintendent,  committee  and  teachers,  must  be  the  same: 
To  make  our  High  School  what  it  should  be;  to  make  our 
diploma  mean  something  worth  while;  secondarily  to 
make  the  High  School  a  thing  of  which  we  may  be  proud ; 
but  firstly  and  principally  to  give  our  boys  and  girls  that 
which  shall  broaden  their  outlook  upon  life  and  be  of  bene¬ 
fit  to  them  so  long  as  they  live. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Superin¬ 
tendent  and  Committee,  the  teachers  and  parents,  as  well 
as  the  townspeople  at  large,  for  the  cordial  welcome  and 
hearty  support  which  I  have  received  in  Merrimac.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  PHYSICIAN. 


To  the  School  Colmsmittee  of  Merrimac  : 

The  following  brief  report  is  respectfully  submitted : 

The  law  relative  to  the  inspection  of  the  public  school 
children  has  been  complied  with  this  past  year. 

We  have  been  free  from  epidemics  of  serious  contagi¬ 
ous  diseases  during  1913,  although  among  the  lower  grades 
the  fall  term  was  sadly  broken  up  by  an  epidemic  of 
Chickenpox. 

A  large  percentage  of  the  ■  children  lost  from  two  to 
four  weeks  of  school.  Most  of  these  cases  were  sick 
but  little,  or  not  at  all,  but  it  being  a  contagious  disease 
the  school  law;  compelled  them  to  stay  away  from  school. 

In  the  inspection  of  the  throats  and  teeth  of  the  eighth 
grade  a  much  smaller  percentage  have  been  neglected, 
more  of  the  primary  teeth  are  being  filled  and  many  more 
of  the  sixth  year  molars  are  being  saved  than  a  few  years 
ago. 

The  sanitary  conditions  of  the  outbuildings  of  all  the 

school  buildings,  with  the  exception  of  the  High  School, 
are  and  have  always  been  bad.  At  the  Center  School 
drainage  could  be  easily  had  but  here  there  is  no  cellar 
under  the  building  so  that  heat  is  from  stoves,  and  modern 
toilet  rooms  without  a  modern  heating  apparatus  are  out 
of  the  question.  This  would  mean  great  expense,  and 
after  it  was  all  done  we  would  still  have  an  old  building 
far  from  modern,  and  school  committees  have  felt  for 
years  that  for  this  reason  expensive  repairs  were  not  war¬ 
ranted  in  this  school  house. 

At  the  Prospect  School  we  have  a  furnace  installed,  but 
here  the  sewerage  problem  would  be  greater. 

When  the  time  comes  that  it  would  not  be  too  serious 
a  burden,  the  question  of  heated  toilet  rooms  with  modern 
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conveniences  should  be  solved  for  our  school  building's.

REPORT  ‘OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC. 


To  Superintendent  and  School  Board  of  Merrimac: 

Your  supervisor  takes  pleasure  in  submitting  a  brief 
report  of  the  music  in  the  schools  of  Merrimac  this  year. 
The  methods  pursued  in  the  several  grades  for  the  past 
two  or  three  years  have  been  continued  on  similar  lines 
this  year  and  I  can  say  that  the  efforts  of  the  pupils,  as 
a  whole  have  never  before  reached  so  satisfactory  a  condi¬ 
tion  as  that  which  exists  at  the  present  time.  Very  little 
is  expected  of  the  first  grade  other  than  what  they  can 
learn  from  association  with  the  second  grade,  which  is  no 
small  item.  They  are  taught  the  scales  m  various  ways 
and  they  become  familiar  with  the  song;,  learned  by  the 
second  grade.  The  second  grade  pupils  are  doing  work 
that  would  have  been  considered  quite  wonderful  a  few 
years  ago,  and  it  is  by  far  beyond  that  which  children 
of  this  grade  have  been  able  to  do  in  the  past. 

I  do  not  in  this  report  intend  to  take  up  each  class  speci¬ 
fically  but  to  mention  in  particular  those  classes  which  are 
doing  the  best  work.  The  third,  fourth  and  fifth  grades 
are  up  to  the  standard  of  former  years,  and  the  same  en¬ 
thusiasm  continues  which  may  develop  exceptional  ability 
before  the  close  of  the  school  year. 

This  year’s  sixth  grade  is  deserving  of  special  mention, 
not  only  in  individual  reading  and  singing,  but  in  the 
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class  as  a  whole.  It  would  please  the  supervisor,  and 
encourage  the  pupils  as  well,  if  the  parents  and  friends 
would  visit  this  grade  and  hear  some  of  the  impromptu 
concerts  which  he  himself  enjoys  thoroughly  at  each  week¬ 
ly  lesson.  Visitors  would  also  enjoy  hearing  some  of  the 
many  beautiful  songs  rendered  by  the  seventh  grade  pupils.

’  may  be  fully  verified  before  the  close  of  this  school  year. 

I  am  pleased  to  note  that  the  best  of  harmony  exists  at 
the  High  School  this  year,  and  much  of  the  old  time  en¬ 
thusiasm  is  evidenced  by  the  singing  of  the  pupils.
